Uncle Sam’s postal department says that publishers must 
pay two cents for each copy of a weekly paper that is sent 
through the mails to a subscriber beyond a year after the sub­ 
scription has expired.

present.” Whether one is driving 
a motor vehicle or on foot, he 
should sharpen his sense of danger. 
Steer clear of trouble, and defin­ 
itely strive to avoid accidents. 
Blind Driving 
In passing a car with glaring 
headlights, there are two periods 
of temporary blindness, one when 
the glare is on, and the other 
when the eyes are recovering from 
the effect of the glare. Therefore, 
when facing bright headlights, mo­ 
torists 
traveling 
at 
reasonable 
rates of speed are forced to “drive 
blind” for several hundred feet. 
Anything can happen within that 
distance. 
Blind flying is possible in the 
air, and “bima operating” is ac­ 
complished by trains equipped with 
automatic controls — but “blind 
driving” has no place on the high­ 
way. Therefore in order to avoid 
causing such driving, always de­ 
flect your light beams when traffic 
approaches. 
| 
Motorists: Are you acquainted 
with all traffic rules and regula­ 
tions ? 
Do you observe all stop 
signs, traffic markings, or regu­ 
latory devices? Do you drive with 
due caution and safety at all times, 
acknowledging the rights of both 
pedestrians and motorists who are 
also using the streets? Are you 
a courteous driver? 
Pedestrians: Do you cross the 
streets at intersections or at lo­ 
cations where you will not inter­ 
fere with the movement of traffic? 
Do you observe the traffic lights? 
Do you accept the fact that you I 
are more able to see the motorist 
than the vice versa and govern 
yourself accordingly? 
Citizens: Are you discouraging 
drinking and driving? Are you a j 
property owner cutting the shrub- J 
bery and we ds when they obstruct j 
the view of motorists? Are you 
parents forbidding your children 
to drive the family car unless they 
are absolutely competent? Do you 
provide a place for your children 
to play so it will not be necessary 
for then: to play in the streets? 
Are you forbidding children to 
ride a bicycle after dark, or on 
busy streets and highways? Have 
you taught your children to ob­ 
serve the traffic signals and to 
cross streets cautiously? Are you 
taking your children to school in 
extremely bad weather, when it 
is dangerous for them to be on the 
streets? 
If all motorists, pedestrians, cit­ 
izens, and local authorities have 
been conscientiously observing all 
the above items, the urban fatali­ 
ties in Illinois during 1939 will be 
greatly reduced. 
STOP! 
Illinois’ record of motor vehicle 
accidents caused by stop sign vio­ 
lations is a challenge to the in­ 
telligence of its motorists. “STOP” 
is tile most familiar word and the 
most widely used word in the auto 
traffic lingo. 
Few words are as 
simple and precise in meaning and 
definite in command. 
Yet when 
the word is spelled out and con­ 
spicuously* placed in an octagon 
shaped sign in letters not smaller 
than six inches high, and reflec- 
torizcd so that it can be seen at 
night, to some motorists, it might 
well be in a foreign language.
